‘Analysis of the Statistics 


ur 


A comparison of the school statistics one year with the other, as 
given in the foregoing summary, affords an intelligent understanding of 
the relative work and progress of the schools during the past two years, 
and indicates that the schools have made satisfactory advancement 
since June 30, 1904. 


I POPULATION AND ATTENDANCE 


The returns of the school census marshals show that in May, 1906, 
there were 30,230 children between the ages of sixand twenty-one years 
residing in tbe Territory, which is an increase of 940 over the number 
reported the preceding year, and a gain of 2,906 in school population 
since May 1, 1904, the date of the last report from this office, 

Of this number 15,455 were boys and 14,773 were girls. There 
were 171 colored children of school age, The reports also show that 
27,304 were native and 2,925 of foreign birth. 

The number of pupils enrolled in the public and high schools duriug 
the year ended June 30,1906, was 23,565, being an increase of 1441 
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over that of the previous year, and of 2197 for the two years last past. 
In addition to the enrollment in these schools the returns show that in 
1906,1499 children attended private schools This places the total 
number of children attending school during the year at 25,064, or 
nearly 83 per centum of the whole number of school age in the Territory. 

The average daily attendance upon the public schools for the year 
ending June 30, 1905, was 14,009 as compared with 13,239 for the vear 
ending June 30, 1904—an increase of 680. 

For the year ending June 30, 1906, the average daily attendance 
was 14,448, a gain of 439 over hat of the preceding year. The in- 
crease for the two vears covered by this report was 1,119, or about 
S per cent. 

The attendance on the schools has been wholly voluntary, as the 
compulsory attendance law is so defective in some of its provisions, that 
all attempts to enforce 1t have failed If such a law is deemed necessary 
it should compel the attendance of all children between the ages of 6 
and 14 years, during the entire time the schools are open. Habituay 
truants should be provided for at the Industrial School 


Ii. SCHOOL DISTRICTS AND SCHOOLS 


The increased ‘attendance upon the schools created a demand for 
additional accommodations. This has been met by the organization of 
three additional school districts, and by the erection of twenty-two new 
buildings, of which ten were built in 1905 and twelvein 1906. A few 
of the buildings replaced worn-out structures, some were additions to 
buildings, but the most of them were builtin new localities Many of 
the new structures were built on the latest improved plans, are sur- 
rounded by ample play-grounds, and supplied with the best of school 
furniture. 

Among the new buildings erected worthy of especial note are those 
at Douglas and Bisbee, the former costing $15,000, and the latter 
about $70,000. 

In order to provide room for the anticipated increase in attendance 
during the coming year, the following named cities have voted bond 
issues. Tucson, $50.000 for a high school building, Yuma, $35,000, 
and Douglas an additional $40,000 These buildings will be ready for 
occupancy this winter. 

The county treasurers report that the sum of $89,124. 93 was ex- 
pended 1n the construction of school buildings. If the sum of $70,000, 
the cost of the Bisbee building, be deducted from this amount, the 
average cost of the remaining eleven buildings constructed 1n 1905-6 1s 
$1,738.63. 

The money expended in the construction of these buildings was 
raised 1n a few instances by a direct tax. Some were paid for with the 
money remaining after maintaining school for six months—a proceeding 
of questionable validity—and others out of the proceeds of district bond 
sales. 

The law permits all communities having ten children of school age, 
residing at a greater distance than two mules from a school house, to 
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form a district and maintain a school. As only three districts were 
formed during the past two years, it is inferred that all of the settle- 
ments in the Territory have satisfactory school accommodations. 

While the law authorizes the formation and division of school 
districts, it does not make provision for their consolidation, nor for 
changing their boundaries. Neither is provision made for the disposal 
of the property of a lapsed district. Thelaw should be amended so as 
to meet these conditions when they arise. à 

The number of schools has increased from 498 reported in 1904, to 
542 in 1906, while the number of schools of the primary grade which 
have become grammar schools by reason of the advancement of the 
pupils during the same period is 19. 

An many of the schools, grades corresponding in a general way, to 
the first and second years of a high school course aremaintained. These 
classes were authorized by the Board of Education to meet the needs of 
advanced country and villageschools that were unableto meet the expense 
of maintaining high schools, They are supported out of the regular 
district funds. It was not intended, however, that the length of the 
term of the primary, and grammar grades be shortened in order that 
such additional branches may be taught. The number of pupils pursu- 
ing theseadditionalstudiesin 1905-6 was 419, as against 302 iu 1904-5, 

There are high schools at Prescott, Phoenix, Mesa, Clifton and 
Morenci. These schools were organized under the Jaw relating to high 
schools, and are supported wholly by a special district tax. 

Each of the schools has a course of study which, when completed 
will admit its students into the University of Arizona. Additional 


.courses are also provided intended to fit students for the usual avoca- 


tions in life. 

There were enrolled in these schools 342 students in 1905-6, 

The principals of the high schools have furnished interesting histor- 
ical reports of their respective schools, which are printed elsewhere in 
this report. 

The teaching of manual training and domestic science in the schools 
was authorized by the last legislative assembly. Classes in these sub- 
jects were organized in the schools of Prescott and Phoenix last year, 
and special teachers employed to conduct them. The teaching of these 
branches in the schools of the Territory is in the, experimental stage, 
hence it is impossible to determine at this time, whetherthe educative re- 
snlts obtained balance the cost of equipment and maintenance 

From the reports relating to school libraries it appears that the 
city schools are fairly well supplied with books, but the country schools 
show much to be desired in this respect. Some of the latter report but 
one book, presumed to bea dictionary. A few of them however have 
quite a library, the books being donated, or purchased from the pro- 
ceeds of entertaiuments given by the teachers and pupils. 

There were 16 819 books ín the libraries in 1904. To this number 
were added 2,256 volumes in 1905, and 856 in 1906, so that at the 
close of the year there were 19,931 volumes in the libraries, valued at 
$16.585, 
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II. TEACHERS 


For the year ending June 30,1904, there were 519 teachers em- 
ployed ın the grammar and primary schools of whom 110 were men and 
409 were women, During the school year 1905-6 there were 542 
teachers employed of whom 444, or about 80 percent were women. 
Hence there was an increase in the regular teaching force of the Terre 
tory during the past two years of 45 to fill the positions m the new 
schools established In addition to the grade teachers, a number of 
special teachers of music and drawing-were employed, but of whom this 
office has no record, as the trustees have authority, under the law, to 
pass on their qualifications for giving instruction in these lines of work. 

Yn regard to the educational qualifications of the teachers employed 
the returns show tbat 379 held first grade ceitificates and 175 held 
certificates of the second grade, indicating an excess of 212 first grade 
teachers over the number required for the grammar schools, and show- 
ing that 212 of the 377 primary schools were under the instruction of 
grammar grade teachers. 

During the two years last past there were granted first grade certifi- 
cates to 228 applicants on credentials authorized by the laws-of the 
Territory. Of this number 35 were graduates of universities or colleges, 
who in addition to college work had completed one year's work in edu- 
cation, 51 were holders of hfe diplomas granted by boards of education 
of other states on examination and long experience, and 142 were 
graduates of state Normal schools. To the teaching foice was added, 
also, 78 graduates of the Arizona Normal Schools, thus making in all an 
addition of 301 teachers who had been specially trained tor school 
work. 

There were dumg the same period, 29 first grade and 191 second 
grade certificates issued to applicants on examination Many of those 
who passed examination were experienced teachers and graduates of 
good schools, but not of the class entitling them to certificates 

The whole number of certificates granted during the two years was 
545. The number of certificates or diplomas, now 1n force, as shown bi 
the records of this office is 1,693. 


There has been a slight increase in the average salary of men 
teachers In 1903-4 the salary was $81,05, in 1904-5, $81 32, while in 
1905.6 there was an increase of $8.09 over the average monthly pay of 
the year before "The average salary of female teachers remains about 
the same. The salary paid in 1905-6 was $71.10, bemg an advance of 
only $151 during the three years last past. These salaries appear 
large when compared with those paid in the eastern states, but when 
the increased cost of hving, and the short time teachers are employed 
ate taken into consideration, the compensation affords little more than 
a bare living 1n Arizona. 


Institutes were held in most of the counties during the past year. 


Those ın which none were held are sparsely settled making it too 
difficult and expensive for the teachers to attend. The superintendents 
complain of alack of funds for conducting these meetings. It is sug- 
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gested that 5 per cent. of the Territorial school fund be set apart for de- 
fraying the expenses of the county institutes. 


IV. RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES 


The receipts for all purposes during the year 1904-5, were 
$531,575.40, which added to the balances on hand at the begmning of 
the year, amounted to $655,530.32, the sum available for school 
purposes during that year. 

The available funds for 1905-6, inclusive of balances at the close ot 
the previous year, $187,309.31, were $728,473.32, being au increase of 
$110,184.05 over that of the year 1904-5. S 


On examination of the sources of the revenues we find that the sums 
of $38,216.60 and $41,006 were apportioned, respectively fin 1905 and 
1906 from the Territorial school fund among the different counties in 
accordance with the number of children of school age residing in each 
county. Every child received under this distribution the sum of $1.40 
for each of said vears. 

The greater part of the Territorial fund 1s formed by the tax on in- 
surance companies doing business in the Territory, and by a tax of 3 
cents on each $100's value of taxable property in the Territory. The 
receipts from the former amounted to $22,985.25 in 1906, and from the 
latter source to $13,904.60, being the proceeds of the tax on about 
$46,000,000 worth of property, The large raise in property values dur- 
ing the past year, will increase the revenue from this source to about 
$18,000, for the year 1906-7. 

The other sources of receipt for this fund are the rentalsof the school 
lands, which in 1906, amounted to $5,800.56; a percentage of the 
receipts of toll-road companies; and the proceeds of estates which 
have escheated to the Territory. 


The rentals of the lands, reeserved for University purposes, are 
passed to the credit of the University. The number of sections selected 
and withdrawn from entry for the benefit of the University, is 57, leav- 
ing 28 sections of the 72 granted by Congress, to be selected and re- 
served for that purpose. 

Another possible addition to the school revenue is-that furmshed by 
an act of Congress in whichit is provided that ten per cent. of the 
moneys received -from the forest reserves shall be paid to the Territory, 
to be expended as the legislature may prescribe for the benefit of the 
public schools and public roads of the county or counties in which the 
reservations are situated. 

The amounts received by the counties from property taxes levied in 
accordance with estimates made by the county superintendents, were 
$255,237.92 in 1905-6, as compared with $227,058.80 received in 
1904-5, being an increase from this source, of $38,179.12. 

The special school tax of $2.50 required to be paid by every male 
inhabitant of the Territory whether a citizen or an alien, between the 
ages of 21 and 60 years, produced $51,512.67 in 1905, and $74,818.78 
in 1906, or for the two years the sum of $126,331.45. 
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The receipts from gambling licenses amounted to $67,867.08 in 
1905-6 The amount received from this source ın 1904-5 1s included 
under other headings in the reports of the county treasurers, and cannot 
be stated with exactness It probably approximates very closely the 
amount received in 1906. 

The other sources of income, fines, forfeited bail-bonds, ete., paid 
into the courts, supplied the sum of $14,362.68. 

Special taxes collected for the support of the high schools ın 1905 
amounted to $22,008.74 and to $20,717 60 in 1906 The sum of 
$1,567.64 was levied and collected by school boards to supplement the 
district funds for maintaining school 

The amounts of money collected and expended for interest on bonded 
debts, as well as the sums derived from bond sales for building purposes 
are shown in the tables relating to those subjects. 

Allof the moneys raised for the maintenance of the grammar and 
the primary schools are deposited in the county treasuries and are ap- 
portioned among the schoo] districts by the county superintendents. 

Complaints are frequently made that under the present system of 
distributing, the small districts are unable to maintain school for 6 
months while the larger ones maintain sessions for 8 or 10 months dur- 
mg the year. It 1s suggested that the fixed amounts now allowed these 
schools be increased from $400 and $500 to $500 and $600, respectively. 
The same results would be attained 1f the present allowances to these 
schools were lowered to $200 and $250, and the districts be permitted 
to share in the apportionments based on the daily attendance, as now 
«made to the other schools, ~ 

The expenditures of all moneys for school maintenance are made by 
the boards of trustees of the school districts, subject however to the ap- 
proval of the county school superintendents The amounts so expended 
are set forth in the tables Those for the year 1904-5 contain a 
summary by counties of the financial and other statistics for that year. 
The tables for 1905-6 exhibit in detail the condition, financially and 
otherwise, of every school district in the Territory on the first day of 
July of this year. Itis assumed therefore, that further analysis ot the 
statistics on these subjects wall add nothing to their clearness. 


V. SUPERVISION 


The total cost of territorial supervision for the year ending June 30, 
1906, was $3,177, of which sum $2,400 were paid as salaries to the 
Superintendent and the Board of Examiners. The balance, amounting 
to $780, was expended, for printing blanks, etc The amount expended 
in 1904-5 was $3,752 E which, an addition to the purposes entimer- 
ated above, included the cost of printing the school Jaw pamphlets 
All of these HIS are covered by appropriations made by the 
legislature. 

The duty of nea tbe schools is primarily imposed on ihe 
the boards of trustees of the districts, who are required by law to visit 
each school in the district, and examine carefully into its management 
and needs, The reports show that 1,203 visits were made by the 
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trustees in 1905, and 896 in 1906, Their only compensation for this 
work was the consciousness of having been useful. 

‘ The county superintendents are required to visit the schools: those 
of first class counties twice, and those of other counties once, during 
each year. Traveling expenses up to $150 per annum, incurred in mak- 
ing these visits are allowed The cost of supervision to each county 1s 
shown in the treasurers’ reports, and consists of salaries, traveling ex- 
penses, etc. The aggregate expense for this purpose in 1906 was 
$14,359.64. 

Narrative reports of educational affairs in their respective counties 
have been kindly furnished by the county superintendents, These re- 
ports contain much interesting information gathered by them during 
official visits to the schools. The suggestions and recommendations 
offered with the object of increasing the efficiency of the schools in their 
respective counties are all worthy of consideration. They are made from 
many view points, and if adopted, would no doubt improve local condi- 
Dons, x 


Reports of County School Superintendents

APACHE COUNTY 
John T. Hogue, Superintendent 


The progress made by pupils in Apache county during the school 
year ending June 30, 1905, has been very satisfactory in the districts * 
where the English is the dominant language spoken But in districts 
where the Spanish language dominates and the teachers had little or no 
knowledge of the Spanish language, the progress made by the pupils 
has been very discouraging and unsatisfactory. 

The average daily attendance of pupils at school in Apache county 
this year was 523.22 pupils as against 553.52 pupils last year, a de- 
crease in the average daily attendance of 20.30, pupils, which 1s not a 
very creditable showing. 

The number of children of school age in Apache county, who have 
not attended any scliool during the last year is 218, an increase of 49 
over the previous year, and the delinquents were largely from districts 
where the pupils were of Spanish parentage, and the teachers had no 
knowledge of the Spanish language. 

The poor progress made by the pupils in Spanish speaking districts 
in Apache county is, in my opinion, directly attributable to two prime 
causes, to-wit: A 

ist. The lack of knowledge of the Spanish language on the part of 
‘English speaking teachers, and their inability to interest or explain to 
their pupils. 

2d. Theabsolute failure upon the part of county officials to enforce 
the law in regard to compulsory education in Spanish speaking districts. 

We held no Teachers’ Institute in Apache county this year for several 
reasons, prominent among which are the following: 
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ist. On account of the limited amount of money to the credit of the 
Institute fund of the county with which to defray the legitimate ex- 
penses ineident to holding an Institute, and in this connection it must be 
borne in mind that the means of transportation 1n Apache county to the 
most central point for holding an Institute (St Johns), is entnely by 
private conveyance, and some of the teachers ın the ‘northern aud 
southern portions of the county having to travel fifty to sixty miles, 
making a round trip of 100 to 120 miles to attend an Institute, con- 
suming three or fom days in transit, and incurring a very considerable 
extra expense which works a hardship upon the teachers which was not 
intended by the Jaw. 
2d. About one-third of the teachers of the county expressed a desire 
to attend the Territorial Teachers’ Association held at Flagstaff aud did 
so attend E 


During the school year ending June 30, 1906, um school districts 
where the English 1s the dominant language spoken the progress made 
by the schools has been very satisfactory; but ın school districts where 
the Spanish language prevails and the teachers possessed no knowledge 
of the Spanish language, the progress made by the schools has been very 
unsatisfactory. 

The reason for this unsatisfactory state of affairs in Spanish 
speaking districts, is,in my opinion, directly attributable to the fact 
that the teachers employed in said districts last year possessed no 
knowledge of the Spanish language, and could not explain and interest 
the pupils. 

The average daily attendance of pupils at school 1n Apache county 
last year was 46247 pupils as agamst 523 22 pupils the previous 
school year, a decrease 1n the average daily attendance of 60 76 pupils 
in the county. This condition of affairs is attributable to two prime 
causes, to-wit: 

ist Two districts, Nos 13 and 14, lapsed. 

2d. There were several families left the county last year, making 
this result attributable to natural causes. | 

The number of children who did not attend any school last year was 
169, as agamst 213 the previons year, as shown by the school census 
statistics, a decrease of 44. in the non-attendant pupils, as compared 
with the previous school year. i 

lt will be observed, by reference to the school statistics, that in 
school districts where the Spanish language dominates, and the 
teachers possessed little or no knowledge of the Spanish language, the 
average daily atteudance of pupils at school largely decreased, as com- 
pared with the years when the same districts were so fortunate as to 
secure teachers who had a fair knowledge of the Spanish language ‘To 
lustrate. Take District No. 6 for the school Year ending June 30,1905, 
this district had a teacher who was a good Spanish as well as English 
scholar, the average daily attendance of pupils was 70 scholars For 
the last year, ending June 30, 1906, this district, No 6, employed a 
teacher who possessed no knowledge of the Spanish language, and the 
average daily attendance of pupils at school was 51.90, a decrease of 
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18.10 pupils;in'the average daily attendance, and the school made poor 
progress, and this is the result always in Spanish speaking districts 
where the teachers employed '[possess' ío! knowledge of the; Spanish 
language. 

In all districts where the Spanish language prevails I respectfully 
suggest that the.teachers employed should have a practical knowledge 
of that language, otherwise, they will be unable to do either themselves 
or the pupils justice, or render value received for the salary they receive. 

We held a Teachers’ Institute in Apache county this year which was 
well attended. 


COCHISE COUNTY 
J. A, Rockfellow, Superintendent 


Iam able to report that the schools of Cochise county have been con- 
ducted successfully during “the past year. ^ The rapid increase inzpopula- 
tion in two districts has caused difficulties, but the local boards have 
been able to meet them satisfactorily. 

A very successful County Teachers’ Institute was held in Tombstone 
Nov. 27, 28 and 29, attended by seventy teachers. One matter dis- 
cussed was the scarcity of available teachers, and {resolutions were 
adopted which I herewith append, as they agree with my ideas. 

One apparent fault in our present school system is the difficulty of 
successfully conducting a school of an average attendance of 20 to 25 
on the present five hundred dollar apportionment. It seems as if there 
should be three classes of schools receiving a stated, amount as at 
present; rated as four hundred, five hundred and six hundred dollar 
schools, the last to include the schools mentioned having an average 
attendance of moxe than twenty. 

During the past year Douglas has voted bonds to the amount of 
$40,000.00 for additional school' building, and {Bisbee has voted a 
special school tax for the coming year. A splendid central school build- 
ing in Bisbee was opened on Jan. 1. 

The'resolütions referred to are as follows: 

Whereas, the course of study requires the teaching, of local geng- 
raphy, and as our books are not provided with maps of Cochise county, 
beit 

Resolved, That the Board of Supervisors he requested to furnish 
maps of Cochise county to all the schools of the county. 

Whereas, The Course of Study has not been revised since the year 
1899, be it . 

Resolved, That the Territorial Board ot Education be requested to 
revise the Course of Study and bring'it up to date. 

Whereas, The supply of normal graduates from the'Arizona normal 
schools, and those of othe? states, is not sufficient at the present time to 
fill all the positions in the Territory; and 

Whereas, The present rules of the Board of Examiners àre such that 
most teachers from ontside the Territory cannot secure a certificate 
except on examination, which examination occurs only four (4) times a 
year; and . 
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~ Whereas, It is many times impossible for district trustees to secure 
teachers soon enough for them to pass an examination before the be- 
ginning of the school term; be 1t therefore 

Resolved, That we, the teachers of Cochise county, do request the 
Board of Examiners that temporary certificates be granted by the 
Board of Examiners to teachers who have already held certificate in 
Arizona, or do hold certificates in other states. But one temporary cer- 
tificate to be g1anted to one person, which shall be good only until the 
first subsequent examination. 

Resolved, That the Territomal Legislature be requested to extend 
the age limit of compuisory attendance at school from fourteen (14) to 
sixteen (16) years ~ 

Resolved, That the mining companies and other employers of child 
labor in Cochise county be respectfully requested not to employ children 
of compulsory school age during the school term, unless the child be 
excused by the Board of Trustees of the school. 


COCONINO COUNTY 


J. S. Amundsen, Superintendent 

The schéols of this county are in excellent condition and without ex- 
ception have done very satisfactory work during the school year 
1904-5. . 

The standard of all the schools is gradually improving, and my ob- 
servation is that they compare favorably with any schools which I bave ` 
come in contact with in my past experience. A deep interest is manifest 
in all districts on part of the public and the results of such interest are 
bound to become evident ın many ways 

All the districts are in a sound financial condition; are well managed 
by the respective boards, and Ilook for marked improvements even on 
our present satisfactory condition the coming year 


For the year 1906 hesays The year bas proved a most successful 
one in all the districts of the county. 

The teachers employed in the various districts have done efficient 
work in every respeeteand the progress, especially in the larger districts, 
has been rapid and marked, The schools at Flagstaff, Wiliams and 
Fredonia are well equipped, the buildings and grounds are in excellent 
condition, and these districts have, at all tunes, ample funds and are 
not hampered in their progress as are sometimes the smaller distiicts 
where apportionments barely meet the needs of the district. 

At Williams àn addition to the present building is being built which 
will be completed by the beginning of the coming school term, and with 
this additioual room and the added facilities, the standard of the school 
will be steadily raised. . 

At Flagstaff the Board contemplates adding a Manual Training and 
Domestic Science Department, and this, together with the Kindergarten 
Department already established, will make Flagstaff’s school quite 
complete and on par with any 1n the Territory 
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Improvements to the building at Fredonia will be made the present 
year which will greatly add to the comfort and efficiency of that school. 

The work in the smaller districts has been of high standard, the 
respective Boards have been extremely fortunate in obtaining able, con- 
scientious instructors, and the results of their work have been very 
satisfactory. ; 

A deep interest in educational matters ís evidenced throughout this 
county; the progress in past years has heen steady and, on the whole, 
the outlook for a continued forward movement in these matters is very 
promising. ` 


GILA COUNTY 
P, C. Robertson, Superintendent 


I have only to state that our schools throughout the county have 
been very successful during the year ending June 30, 1905, and are mak- 
ing advaucement along the road of progression. 

The teachers employed were of a high standard. Ont of the entire 
twenty-four there were only five holding second grade certificates 
Seven of my teachers were graduates of our Territorial normals and 
met with most excellent success. é 

The financial condition of our schools is flattering. “All districts 
with the exception of two had a good long term of school, with plenty 
of money to meet all demands and now liave a nice surplus to begin the 
new year with. 

There is to the credit of the several districts in the county $7,819.28. 
This amount to the credit of the districts, together with what will be 
collected during the year, will insure ample means to conduct long and 
successful terms during the incoming year. % 

There being only $28 05 in the Institute Fund and taking into con- 
sideration the isolated condition of many districts and the inclement 
weather during the past wiuter I did not hold any Institute. 

You will see by this report that the schoolsin this county are in a 
good healthy condition financially and all had very successful terms of 
school during the year ending June 30, 1906. 

I believe, hosvever, thatif our school law was so amended as to 
allow the county school superintendent of each county to employ all the 
«teachers that we would get better results, for the reason that the 
average trustee does not take the interest he should take in school 
matters. 

Furthermore, I think the law of apportionment of school funds 
should be amended. As it now is the large districts get more than 1s 
necessary to run their schools, while the small districts do not get 
enough, as a rule, to maintain their schools as they should be. 


GRAHAM COUNTY b 
W. A. Moody, Superintendent 


It is with pleasure that I am enabled to give a review of our school 
work during the year ended June 30, 1905, which shows some exce]lent 
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unprovements In this review we désire that you keep im mind the 
faithful and efficient co-operation of our teachers and school officers. It 
was by means of their support in our efforts to improve the schools that 
we have found it possible to accomphsh some good, 

The year was not the most tavorable ou account of the very many 
dark and rainy days, making it impossible in some instances for the 
pupils to 1each the school houses, and while the inclement weather af- 
fected all the schools more or less, those districts lying partly on each 
side of the 1iver suffered most, as in many instances the high water kept 
part of the pupils from attending school for weeks at a time, thus re- 
ducing our attendance The floods ruined the new ten thousand dollar 
school house 1n district No 38. The school house in No 29 was burned. 

Notwithstanding the many drawbacks tlie general average attend- 
ance of pupils shows a shght increase over any previous year. 

School districts Nos 6 and 15 have each built modern brick school 
houses during the past year. The spirit of building surtable school 
houses and improving the grounds seems to have taken hold of the 
people until now u nearly every district the school house 1s the most 
prominent and best house in the village. Most all the schools are well 
equipped with furniture and apparatus. During the last six years the 
valuation of school property has increased from $19,178 to $94,567, 
almost five hundred per cent That the people have subjected tbem- 
selves to special taxes for school purposes in addition to the already 
high taxes, speaks louder than words for the spirit of education extant 
among the people. 


Part of the schools aie doing something in the way of collecting 
hbraries. Five hundred forty volumes were added during the past year. 
We also have a teachers’ library to which we add new volumes from 
time to time. 


We established jomt graduation exercises for the graduates from the 
eighth grade. It makes a big day for the schools, and serves as an in- 
céntive for others to finish the eighth grade work. Each graduate 
receives a diploma signed by the County School Superintendent and 
Principal of the school, At the close of the last term of school we grad- 
uated forty-two pupils. 

Both Morenci and Clifton sustam high schools by special tax, and 
each are pursuing one of the courses outlined m the Course of Study for 
high schools E ] 

Some of the districts furnished instruction in music. Most of the 
teachers know that children love music, that ıt is the most powerful 
natural agency in a school towards producing rest and keeping order, 
hence they sing songs instilling patriotism, love of parents, home, and 
country into the minds of the children 

Our institute was held m December and attended by forty-eight 
teachers and others, all of whom took active part in the work of the 
iustitute The success of the institute is beyond question 

We secured a nice cabinet of minerals from the Detiiot Copper Min- 
ing Company, containing samples of the minerals of this part of the 
country, also samples showing the mineral in its different stages of 
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treatment, which is passed from school to school for the purpose of aes 
quainting the pupils with one of the leading industries of our Territory 

While the Board of Supervisors are disposed to be liberal in pro- 
viding funds for the schools, by some miscalculation the school funds 
were cut short ten percent. to the great disappointment of the school 
officers. It also shortened our term just a little. ! 

Each school is provided with the American Flag. 

We need a law empowering some one to take charge of school 
property when a district lapses. 

In conclusion, I beg to say that we are working haid to piomote 
the educational interests of Graham county. 


At the close of the school year 1906, Graham county has thirty-eight 
school districts. Twenty-nine of them have good school houses, five 
have houses which are inadequate for the purpose and four districts are 
renting. Mostall of them are equipped with suitable furniture and 
apparatus. . * 

The number of new and expensive school buildings which have been 
erected in the past few years give evidence of a growing educational 
interest among the people. Trustees are becoming more mindful of their 
duties, and as a whole have been fortunate in securing good teachers 
who have been faithful and efficient. School officers, teachers and 
patrons have co-operated to promote the efficiency of our schools 

It was our pleasure to issue diplomas to fifty-two graduates from 
the eighth grade—eight boys and forty-four girls, an increase of ten 
over any previous year. The issuing of diplomas with apprapriate 
exercises at the close of school seems to be a stimulus to other pupils to 
remain in school until they finish the common school course. 

Iam pained to record the fact that mauy of our boys are kept out of 
school to work, when they reach an age to be helpful, and but few of 
them remain in school to complete the work of our course of study. By 
observation I note that in the lower grades we have more boys than 
girls and in the higher grades, especially in the seventh and eighth 
grades, we have far more girls than boys. 

We issued “Perfect Attendance" certificates to three hundred 
twenty-eight pupils who were neither absent nor tardy at any time for 
five full months. The issuing of these'certificates was adopted as a 
means of stimulating more punctual attendance. 

We are adding new books to.our school libraries each year. We also 
have a county teachers’ library to which we are adding new books from 
time to time. 

Music was taught in a number of the schools by a professional 
music teacher and nearly if not every school had singing. 

Our institute was attended by fifty-nine of the district school 
teachers and a goodly number of other educators and visitors, and our 
committee on resolutions prompted us to vote it ''The most helpful and 
inspiring session ever enjoyed by the teachers of our county." 

School district No. 35 had the misfortune to be swept out of exist- 
ence by the floods. E 
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The attendanve was reduced in some districts by high water pre- 
venting part of the pupils from reaching the school houses, and yet we 
had an increase jn the general average attendance of fifty-one over any 
previous year, and this with a decrease of sixty-nine in the school 
census. 

We published a local school paper for eight months of the year, de- 
voted to the interest of Graham county schools, also as a means of 
communication between the superintendent's office and the school 
officers, and teachers and the public, etc. 

I will conclude by saying that while we can see a number of ways 
for improving our schools, we are glad’ to note, by a careful comparison 
with previous yeais that our work has had a uniform trend upward. 

I have the following recommendations to offer in the matter of 
school laws 

1 That the present laws be amended so as to permit pupils to at- 
tend school m hny school district which shall be most convenient for 
them, and for the purpose of apportionment such attendance shall he 
counted tn the district where the pupils attend 

2 That the law be enacted which will permit two or more dis- 
tricts lying contiguous to each other to consolidate and become one by 
mutual consent of the school patrons hying withiu their boundaries. 

3 That a law be enacted empowering some officer to take charge 
aud properly dispose of school property in lapsed districts and turn the 
proceeds into the county school fund. 


MARICOPA COUNTY 
A. H. Fulton, Superintendent 


Our institute, held in the fall of 1904, was very full in attendance, 
there being but few teachers in the SES not present, only five or six 
out of one hundred fifteen. 

The institute program was in two working sections, a large number 
of teachers being on program and taking part. Discussions were fre- 
quent, in which nearly all members of a section would take part. I like 
„this form of institute much better than I do the lecture plan. True, the 
workers do tbe most of the work, but dozens are at work, not merely . 
listening to one, two or three persons lecture. We had some fine work 
in our institute, 

We have no kindergarten schools in this county maintained at 
public expense 

After three months of heavy rains, mud, aud floods, I felt very much 
discouraged about om schools. In many instances it was impossible 
for pupils to get to school at all durmg a goad part of those three 
months I feared that our average daily attendance and percentages 


wereruined But most of our boys and girls, and their parents too, are ~- 


in earnest about school Next to the flag they love the school, Good 
eitizenship in a community 01 county goes a long way 1n the support of 
schools Thelarge percent of our people mean to have good schools, 
and mean to have the benefit of good schools, They are 1m earnest 
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So we came out much better than I had hoped. The foie part of the 
school year was very strong in attendance, before the floods, and that 
helped, too. And as soon as rains would permit, nearly all were back 
again, so, instead of complaining, I feel glad. Yet, this would have been 
a very strong year, but for the rains. So it gives notice to look out for 
the coming year. 


The quality of work constantly grades upward, for we have a large 
number of most excellent teachers who glory in their work, not that 
they love money less, but that they love humanity more. i 


+ At the close of the school year 1905-6, I am pleased to report that 
the schools of Maricopa county are gaining, gaining in every way, in 
our census, enrollment in the schools, etc. But best of all, we are mak- 
ing decided gain in the quality of work being done in the county. This 
improvement is not the sudden leap of a single year, but comes of a 
steady, solid advance, year after year. The forward movement seems 
to be firm. 


The course of study is doing and has done a world of good for the 
schools of thiscounty. It makes a county superintendent's heart glad, 
when he visits a school, to have pupils come up to him, aud with kcen 
interest aud intelligence discuss their various grades, showing [how 
anxious they are to finish certain grades and get into the next. 


S Often at an intermission pupils gather around me, telling me what 
grades they are in, discussing the probabilities of their passing, and 
counting up how long it will take them to finish the eighth grade. 
Many times I overtake some little fellow on his way to or from school, 
andinvite him to get in and ride with me. He knows me and soon 
talks. Itis interesting and pleasant to see how clear and definite he is 
about his grade, and to hear him express his hope of gaining the next 
higher grade for the following year. Such things make a man feel like 
trying still harder, to see if he can do still a little mote, The children 
can cheer me up, encourage me more than all others. They make one 
feel that his work and care are notin vain. 

I was able to visit the county schools pretty thoroughly the past 
year, and I found them doing well in the main, doing good work. 
There were a few exceptions, a few where the work should have been 
better. I aided them all I could. Do not think from this that the work 
was a failure at all, but in three or four schools it ought to have been 
better than it wás. 

In my visiting I try to see whether or not the grades are clearly de- 
fined. For instance, whether a 5th grade called up is a 5th giade in full 
or only in part. As arule I find them about right but once in a while I 
find a class that is outgraded. That is, it 1s either not fully up, or 
members of the class are not uniform. The class may possibly be strong 
inlanguage but weak somewhere else, say in arithmetic, or tbe class 
may be a collection of pupils from many places or states, their former 
homes, and difficult to-unify The latter condition tests a teacher, for 
itis amazing to see the difference, even in 5th grades, who come from 
different eastern homes. A teacher has some hard work in such cases, 
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for the class cannot be allowed to stay scattered aud let shde. She may 
even have to put one or two into ánother grade  Atleast she must 
bring the class into close touch before they can do the best work. She 
must build up the gaps and breaks before she has a solid wall. In such 
instances I direct the teacher to lose little time in trying to determine 
‘who or what is to blame, whether it be t¥e school or schools, teacher 
or teachers, except 1n so far as it may aid her as to what best be done 
now. I make suggestions, if I have the conditions fairly in hand, and 
when I am sure I know the case thoroughly, I go so far as to dictate, 
direct her absolutely what todo. But schools are so full of variations, 
and after these variations so modified, that a county superintendent 
should be careful of his mstructions to teacher, and especially of abso- 
lute dictations General directions are usually safe, but it requires 
specific directions to meet the case sometimes, 

Over and over again the people of thé county tell me that they arede- 
hghted with their schools, and say for me to keep the schools 1n the 
lead of anything else if possible. And Iam proud that I can assure you 
with certainty that the school interests of the county are in advance of 
other interests. Material interests are great, and becoming greater 
each year. Landis advancing 1n price and people are anxious to secure 
holdings for homes. They are wise in dong so. There are many invest- 
ments and improvements among us and around us that are costing 
largesums of money. Men here, as elsewhere, are alive to the dollars 
We have an active, progressive people, an excellent citizenship And one 
that will not be satisfied with anything short of the very best schools 
that can be had. The schools will bein the lead when and where the 
people desire it so. i 

We come fiom all over the' union, bringing with us varying 1deas of 
school, as well as of other things. But these varying ideas when 
brought together cieate a deep interest in school matters, and fortun- 
ately we are nót pinioned by a fixed regime that may not be chauged or 
improved. Our people guard their schools earnestly and with jealousy. 
They wil not have anythmg that in any way interferes with the 
children? | 

A county superintendent's duties are many. He can arrange, direct, 
encourage, but the people must be back of any successful school system. 
The credit for the success of the schools of our county must be given to 
our good families and family homes, to good boards of trustees, well 
trained teachers, and to just and sensible boards of supervisors We are 
fortunate in getting good, sensible, solid'men on our boards of super- 
visors, men who appreciate our schools, know their needs, and hberally 
provide for them Itis through them we must get most of our funds 
Our present board is liberal towards our schools. 


In addition to visiting the grade schools of the county, I made a 
number of visits each to the High Schools, Normal and Training School. 
I was pleased with what I saw and learned in my visits to the Normal. 
I observed tlie pupils carefully when there and noted that their general 
bearing was excellent, and that their earnest faces told of student 
life The Normal is doing a great work for the little ones over the 
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Territory who are to be taught by those student teachers. Móre than 

one-third of the teachers on the schools of our county the past year are 

graduates of the Tempe Normal. Among them are some of the very 

best teachers of the county, and nearly every one is now reemployed 

for the coming year. This fact alone speaks more and better things for 

the Normal than I or any ofher person can say. I recommend them to` 
our trustees. They do the work and do 1t well, and our money should 

go to those who do the best work. 

Judging from a number of visits and all I could learn in every way, 
I am sme that the Phoenix Union High School just closed the most suc- 
cessful year it has ever had, by far. Both pupils and teachers put forth 
strong effort, and the results were excellent. I feel elated that we can 
have such a school in our midst, z 

The Mesa High School is not so large, of course, but it is gaining all 
the time, getting stronger and stronger each succeeding year. The 
pupils aud teachers were hard at work and in earnest. The Mesa 
community is growing fast, and their high school is keeping right up 
with the growth. - 

Phoenix had industrial work the past year, mainly in the form of a 
Manual Training school. It was the first year, the school was well 
equipped, and it was a success, The only possible question there can be 
about such training and making skillful, in connection with our schools, 
is the question of some expense, but this is not heavy. The educative 
valueis great. The boys who got the benefit of the Training School the 
past year are already helped for life. They will be better men, better 
citizens for it, even though they never shonld get another hour in such 
school A training school, judiciously conducted, 1s rich in returns. 

Our institute was the best and best attended I ever saw in the 
county, there being only two or three of the county teachers not present. 
Many were with us from outside the county, others who were only 
visiting teachers in the valley. It wasa fine meeting of the teachers, 
and so beneficial. j 


MOHAVE COUNTY e 
Charles Metcalf, Superintendent 


It gives me pleasure to report that the census marshals of Mohave 
county have found an increase in the enumeration of children from 334, 
as shown by the census of 1904, to 494 in 1905, being an increase of 
160, or 48 percent. At the same time, by the increase in property valu- 
ations, and not by higher taxation, ample funds are provided for present 
necessities. 

I have to report that one new district has been established, a lapsed 
district restored, while petitions are now an file for two new districts, 
bringing the total up to 15, an increase of four districts. 

I would suggest that a beneficial change, so far as this county is con- 
cerned, could be made in the school laws by apportioning $400 to every 
district having more than ten census children and less than fifteen, $500 
to every district having fifteen children and less than twenty, and $600 
to every district having twenty children and less than twenty-five. 
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I deprecate the fact that under the existing laws a high school can- 
not be established ın this county,no district having the required popula- 
tion of 1000, and no two districts are so geographically situated as to 
mahe ıt advisable to jointly support a Union High School. We can 
only get relief through an increase of population, or a revision of the 
Jaw. e 


While the census returns for 1906 show only a small 1ncrease over 
the returns of 1905, a gain of fourteen names, a comparison of the en- 
rollment and attendance for the year just ended with that of the previ- 
ous year shows a marked improvement. For the year ended June 30, 
1905, the enrollment was 312; for the year ending June 30, 1906, 379 
While the attendance has increased in the same ratio for the year 1905, 
the total of the school months taught was 6934; for the corresponding 
period ending June 30, 1906, the total months taught was 81. 


NAVAJO COUNTY 
Robert C. Smith, Superintendent 


The public schools of this county as shown by tbe following report 
are all in a very prosperous condition both financially and in efficiency. 
The work of the teachers generally has been excellent. The larger 
schools are up to the standard and the smaller ones are on the improve. 

We did not hold an institute this year (1904-5) on account oflack of 
funds for that purpose My opmion is that the law governing the rais- 
ing of funds for institutes should be revised. 

There ‘are no kindergartens maintained in the county at public 
expense. 

The Superintendent made no special report at the close of the last 
school year, nor has he submitted any recommendations The schools 
in the county have undoubtedly made favorable advancement during 
the year. The statistics show that the enrollment in the schools during 
1904-5 was 978, average daily attendance 667, In 1905-6, the enroll- 
ment increased to 1,027, and the gam m daily attendance was 62 pupils. 
The increase m school population during the year was 73 in number, 
being the Inghest among the northern counties of the Territory. 

An mstitute was held during the year, at which 22 teachers were in

PIMA COUNTY 
C, O. Rouse, Superintendent 


No schools wee maintained in the following districts, during the 
year 1904-5, account of insufficient number of scholars, viz * San Pedro, 
District No 6; Tanque Verde, No, 7; Sopori, No. 15; Liberty, No. 16; 
Davidson, No 18, and Vails, No. 20. Davidson District No 18 will be 
reopened this year as a petition has been filed requesting the same to be 
opened : 
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The schools throughout the county are in a prosperous condition 
and are well controled by tlie trustees of the various districts. 


I tenew the suggestion made by my predecessor in reference to 
institutes, as made by him in 1903. Such recommendationis as follows: 

“The amendment of our law relating to institutes, increasing the 
amount of money to be expended by'à county from $25 tb an amount 
found to be necessary by the county superintendent for the successful 
conducting of an institute; provided that the maximum amount ex- 
pended in any one county shall not exceed $500. This would enable a- 
county superintendent to arrange an institute conducted by leaders in 
educational work, who would be an inspiration to teachers giving them 
au incentive to greater effort, rather than a ‘Teachers’ Meeting,’ con- 
ducted by teachers of ordinary ability who chunot spare the time from 
their regular work to arrange for their part of the program If an 
institute is not worth more than $25 it 1s not worth anything.” 

I beg to report the completion of the new school building in Tucson 
District No. 1, whereby four new rooms down stairs, and a large 
assembly room upstairs has been added for the reception of pupils. As 
the large room upstairs was not used last year, I understand the 
trustees are going to divide it up into four additional rooms, to meet 
the requirements for the coming year. Total census pupils 1902, 2477; 
1903,2847; 1904, 2868; and 1905, 3170,shows the necessity of more 
school rooms in Tucson District No. 1. 

The course of study has been carried out to the best of my ability ın 
all of the schools of the city where a nine months term is maintained. 

The corps of teachers employed in the county this year, has been on 
the whole efficient and well qualified.” 

No institute was held this year. Iintend holding an institute dur- 
ing the coming winter, possibly after Christmas. I do not approve of 
several counties joining in institute work for too much confusion arises 
in arranging details. 

There are no Kee schools maintained in this county at 
public expense. 

In my visitation of H I have found that most of our teachers 
manifest great interest m their work, creating and promoting good at- 
tention to the teacher, zeal and interest in the work. 

From the Grammar Grade of District No. 1 a large class was gradu- 
ated this year, the closing exercises being held at the Opera House in 
Tucson. An admission fee of twenty-five cents was charged, which 
helps to complete the library of the public school." 

A very profitable entertainment was given early in the school term, 
the proceeds of which bought some very nice pictures, which adorn the 
walls of each school room, making them look very cheerful, also being 
instructive to the pupils. 


June 30, 1906, the schools of Pima county, are in a prosperous con- 
dition, and the indications are that the coming school year will show a 
marked improvement over preceding years, both in number of schools 
as well as attendance. During the school year just closed, all the 
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districts were able to maintain the requisite attendance and none of the 
districts that were in existence at the beginmng of the school year, were 
allowed to lapse, 


New districts were created at Davidson and Vai's station. The 
district that was created and known as Davidson's District No. 18, 
made a good showing aud its attendance was above the average. 
Through the kindness of Mr. Chas. H. Bayless, the district was provided 
with a neat little lumber school house — Vail's District was not so for- 
tunate m respect to numbers, for it was barely able to continue the 
school for the term, many of the families having moved away from the 
distiict I believed at the time the school closed, that it would not be 
able to continue school there this year but I have since been informed 
that the district will be able to commence school in the fall and will show 
a marked increase in attendance for there aie several families moving 
into the locality. 


New school districts will be petitioned for and created at Pantano, 
Twin Buttes and possibly at Palo Alto Ranch in the Altar Flat The 
district at Pantano already has 1ts school house and furniture. The 
district at Twin Buttes, will be provided with school building, ete., by 
Mayor David S. Rose of that place, where he 1s successfully operating 
the Twin Buttes Mines, to which heis operating a railroad. The Palo 
Alto District, 1f created, will give schooling to many children that have 
heretofore been unable to attend school anywhere 1n the county. It is 
unlikely that any of the districts that are now in existence, will lapse 
the coming year, unless it is the one at Rosemont, Anzona. 


A highschool district will be petitioned for by the residents of Tucson 
School District No.1: 1n fact a petition is now being circulated A 
high school 1s required m this city at the present time, for a late rul- 
ing of the University of Arizona, leaves the scholars graduating from the 
8th grade, without any opportunity to continue their education. When 
such a district 1s authorized, bonds will have to be sold in order to pro- 
vide for a high school building, for our present school buildings 1n the 
City of Tucson are inadequate for primary and grammar grade 
scholars It is to be hoped that tlie high school proposition will meet 
with no opposition, (Since tlie above was written the City of Tueson 
has established a high school) 

A new school building has been authorized by the electors of School 
District No. 1, to be built in the valley, West of Tucson, to accommodate 
the children hving in that vicimty The land on which the school house 
is to be built will be donated by the people living in the valley. The 
Board of Trustees will probably build about a $1,500 school house for 
they have that much money available. The Mansfield buiding will be 
finished this summer, by putting in partitions upstairs, and by so doing 
two more rooms will be arranged for. This building will also have an 
addition built to it š 

It affords me pleasure to state that I have personally visited every 
district m Pima county as required bv law I have taken much pleasure 
in doing so, and I have met the trustees of the districts and became per- 
sonally acquainted with them. Ihave met many of the parents, and 
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find them well pleased with the progress their children are making, dur- 
ing the time allowed for the ruuning of schools in country districts on 
account of the small apportionment of money due them. 

I have visited the remotest school with the same regularity asI have 
visited the city schools. I have found in every instance, that the teacher 
was trying her best to do all she could for the advancement of the youth 
given into her care. The teachers in the conntry districts are placed at 
a disadvantage in not being able to have in their classesenoughscholars 
to awaken that feeling of rivalry among scholars that 15 often the 
means of their accomplishing so much good from their pupils. 


- The city schoolsthat I have visited aredoing good work, and in their 
crowded condition the teacher has to put up with many inconveniences 
As a whole the corps of teachers employed in Tucson schools have given 
splendid satisfaction and no criticism can be made of their endeavors 


It shall be my purpose, so long as I remain in office, to visit the 
schools in this county with the same regularity as I have in the past, | 


It affords me pleasure to be able to state that I think the most suc- 
cessiul Teachers’ Institute ever held in this county was held in March, 
this year. The institute was a great success Judging from the favorable 
reports that I have received from those who attended the institute, both 
teachers and visitors speaking well of the same. I think the teachers 
derived much good from the institute, The teachers from Sahta Cruz 
county were present in a body and although it was not a joint institute 
asis provided for hy law, yetit proved to do as much good as if it had been 
prearranged. All of the fuuds available were used in the conduct of the 
Institute. The people of Tucson were vers kiñd in assisting me by tak- 
ing part in the program. I 

For some unaccountable reason, the school census has decreased 
over 500 in number in Tucson School District No. 1, T am unable to ac- 
count for the same, unless an error was made last year in the making of 
the report, or else names were placed thereon which should not have 
been taken. The census this year was taken twice (only paid for once), 
and both of the reports practically agreed, which leads me to believe 
that the report this year is correct, and the one last year must have 
been incorrect. 

I respectfully make the following suggestions: 

ist. That the Territorial Laws be changed, so that all country 
school districts can receive enough money to permit of the schools being 
open for eight months a year. Asitis now, an outside district can re- 
ceive for all attendance under 25, provided there are census children 
within the district of over 20, only the sum of $500 00; the said sum of 
$500.00 is inadequate after the running expenses are paid of conducting 
the school over six months. Provision should be made so that a 
district having census children of 20 or more, with an average attend- 
ance of 15 or more, that such a district should receive $500,00, with the 
provisions for every scholar atteuding over the 15, there should be al- 
lowed for said district the sum of $20.00; apd hy such provision, a 
district that had 25 averagé attendance, could receive $700.00 a year, 
which amount would permit of the running of a schóol foi eight months. 
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A district that now has an average attendance of 24 is no better off 
than a district that has an average attendance of 10, providing they 
have 20 census children, they both are to receive $500 00. This dis- 
cussion could be carried on further, but I believe I have said enough to 
show how it could be improved upon and thus give better facihties for 
the education of the"childeren iù our countiy schools. Six months 
schooling is not enough i 

2d. I recommend that a law be passed authorizing Boards of 
Trustees to charge tuition where scholars attend whose parents are 
non-residents of the Territory Itis estimated that in this city during 
the past year, over 200 scholars attended whose parents did not con- 
tribute to the support of the schools one cent, yet to give instruction to 
those scholars it required the service of at least 5 teachers at a salary ot 
$70 00 per month for an average of seven months at least The tuition 
need not be large, but let 1t be fixed at a definite amount, so that it 
would be uniform all over the Territory 

3d Isuggest that districts having one thousand or more school 
census children, be authorized to pay the Secretary of the School Board 
a salary for the keeping of the books of the district, and for such other 
duties as he is required to perform, a sum not exceeding $150 00 per 
annum ‘his sum is not so much for the services as the Clerk might 
render himself, but for the expenses that he might be put to in hiring 
someone else to do the work. The work 1s worth something, and 1 
think the same should be authorized. d 

4th. Isuggestthat the travehng expenses of the County School 
Superintendent be increased so as to permit him to have the use of 
$200,00 instead of $150 00, for that latter sum is insufficient to pay all 
expenses, when you are required to pay 54 00 per day for team. 

Sth, I suggest that the time allowed applicants for examination 
be increased from two to thiee days, for two days tige is not sufficient 
for examination purposes, as an applicant is rushed to be able to finish 
within the time fixed by law. « 

6th. Isuggest that the Institute Fund be provided for in another 
wav. The amount of money that is now obtained for the conduct of 
Teachers’ Institute 18 insuficient to-meet tbe requirements, I suggest 
that it be arranged so that in addition Lo the examination charge of 
$2.00, that a sum be provided foi based on the number of average at- 
tendance of the schools ot the county, to wit, say the sum of 10 cents pei 
each scholar, based on the average attendance for the preceding vear

At the beginning of the school year there were seventeen schools. 
During the year just closed one district lapsed, the attendance falling be- 
low the minimum. A new district will be formed the coming year which 
will bring the number of schools up to seventeen, 

Al of the schools are progressing nicely and are usually ably 
managed by efficient trustees. All school districts own their own 
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school property except seven and these are all working to build houses 
of their own. 

Onr teaching force is as good as any in the Territory. I know of 
nothing now to recommend in the way of improvement except that 
more care should be taken in electing school trustees, and that a 
premium should be placed on experienced teachers. 


YAVAPAI COUNTY 
J. B. Jolly, Superintendent 


We held no County Institute during the year 1904-5, but thirty-two 
of our teachers attended the Arizona Teachers Association, which met in 
Flagstaff. Many of our teachers took part in the proceedings of that 
meeting and contributed largely to the success of the sessions. 

There is one kindergarten school maintained at public expense in 
this county, that being in Prescott District No. 1 

I am gratified to say that the schools of Yavapai county have made 
greater progress during the school year ending June 30 1906, than in 
any like period within the six years which I have been superintendent of 
schools. 

The results have been most satisfactory, not because of any in- 
creased enrollment or attendance, but because of the character of work 
done by our teachers, and the increased interest manifested by pupils 
and patrons. 

The course of study as a basis for grading the rural schools, has 
been more closely followed than ever before, and the unifornnty attained 
has amply repaid us for our efforts 

I cannot say too much in favor of the corps of teachers who have 
labored so earnesfly and persistently to bring the schools of this county 
to such a high standard. We have sixty-six teachers engaged in school 
work in t this county, and of that number forty-seven (71 per cent.) are 
Normal and University graduates. Forty-nine first grade certificates, 
five hfe diplomas, five educational diplomas, and seven second grade 
certificates a1e held by these sixty-six teachers. 

With such a high standard of scholarship directing our schools it is 
not to be wondered that they are iu the front rank of progress and 
efficiency. Such training and culture will stamp itself indelibly in the 
building of character and citizenship of the lughest ordei for our 
country. 

Parents have co-operated in most instances with teachers in making 
the schools successful They have often made great sacrifices, that the 
children may be kept iu school, and thus enjoy the educational ad. 
vantages the county offers them. 

The intelligence of the school trustees of this county, is best reflected 
in the high scholarship demanded and employed to preside over our 
schools. It reflects credit upon them, and upon the whole county to 
have such conscientious guardianship of the public schools, "The bul- 
wark of American liberty," and the greatest of our institutions. 
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There is no stronger factor in the growth of our pubhe schools than 
a healthy public opinion 1a favor of them, and loyal support to the 
teachers in charge. I believe Yavapai county has this loyalty in a de- 
gree seldom reached by a people so cosmopolitan in its make-up In 
some of our schools there are children of almost every race and clime, 
yet there is no friction as a result of this mixed population. 
The greatest obstacle we have to contend with m our school work 
im this county is the constantly changing population, which is a 
characteristic of all mining sections It 1s this condition that reduces 
the attendance of the schools more than any other, and it has a tend- 
ency to retard the progress of pupils who are compelled to change so 
frequently from one schoo} to another. 


Nothing contributes more to the efficiency and growth of the schools 
than the Board of Supervisors, och realizes the relation of education 
to citizenship, and its duty at all times to foster and stimulate any 
movement for the betterment of the schools The supervisors can in 
many ways assist iu making the schools efficient and popular. What- 
ever may have been said in censnre or criticism of the supervisors of this 
county, it 1s to their credit that they have done what they could for the 
schools They cheerfully and with commendable unanimity accede to 
any reasonable request that will increase the efficiency and popularity 
of Yavapat’s schools In this they are.strongly backed by public senti 
ment, and I sincerely trust that every county in Arizona is so blessed. 

With good teachers, a healthy public interest, and a liberal Board of 
Supervisors, there is no reason why our schools should not be what the 
law designed them to be—the moulder of citizens who will make Arizona 
the most intelligent of our commonwealths, when she shall take her 
place in the sisterhood of states. 


My relations with teachers, trustees, patrons and children have 
been of a most pleasant character, and I am proud of the rank our 
schools have taken in the educational system of the Territory. 


YUMA COUNTY 
Burt Dunlap, Superintendent 


The school year in Luma County which terminated on June 30, 
1905, has been a successful one. This has been especially the case im 
Yuma District No. 1, where on account of increased attendance, one 
additional teacher wasemployed Many ot the schools in the lower 
Coldrado Valley, viz.: Forest Glenn, Gregg, Somerton, aud Algadonas, 
were closed on account of the unusual floods of the Colorado river in the 
middle of the term d 

Upon assunmung the office of Superintendent of Schools of Yuma 
County, on Jan 1, 1905, I found that thiee schools, namely, Mohawk, 
Sunnyside, and Somerton had employed unqualified teachers These 
persons, having failed to secure certificates in the examinations, were 
removed. I have issued strict instructions to all trustees to employ 
only such teachers as are known to possess Territorial certificates. A 


My >»: 
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Teachers! Institute was held on the21st, 22d and 23d days of December, 
1904. Thereis no official report of said institute on file in this office, 
but I understand that an instructive and interesting session was held 
and that it was well attended by the teachers of the county. 


For the year ending June 30, 1906, he observes The schools in 
Yuma County are in excellent condition and I have found manyimprove- 
ments over the past year during my visitations this year. The number 
of School Districts in the County remains, the same although two have 
lapsed and two uew Districts have heen formed, viz.. Harqua Hala and 
Wendendale. The enrollment and average attendance have both in- 
creased very materially during the past two ears. Especially has this 
been the case in the Yuma City schools, where the Board has found it 
necessary to employ five more teachers than we had twa years age. 
The attendance in the Crane District has incieased also. 

The interest in education here is well demonstrated by tlic almost 
unanimous vote of the taxpayers at a recent election for a bond issue 
of $35,000.00 for the erection of a fine new school building in Yuma. 

The proposed structure will be located on commodious grounds 600 
by 300 feet and sufficiently elevated to command a magnificent view of 
the Gila and Colorado valleys. Itis the intention of the Board of Trus- 
tees to improve and beautify these grounds, thus making the place of 


.training the youth the most attractive and beautiful in the city. Con- 


stant effort is being made to improve the gerade of our teachers. The 
Normal trained teacher is given preference in all our District schools and 
but few are employed who have not had such training. - 

Our County Institute was conducted this year by local talent: The 
teachers all took an active part iu the proceedings and it was made a 
very practical and beneficial session for all in attendance. 

- There should be a more generous fund provided for Teachers’ Insti- 
tutes than is supplied by the present system The number of applicants 
for Teachers’ Certificates in this County is small and the two dollars 
per capita required of them does not aggregate a sufficient fund to 
insure a successful session, 

There is a movement on foot for the early establishment of a Union 
high school in Yuma. The Yuma schools will carry two years of ad- 
vanced work the coming year which will be up to the standard of the 
first two years’ work in the leading high schools, and 1 believe by an- 
other year the people will be ready to inaugurate a high school with its 
full four years’ course. 

The county was well represented at the last Territorial Fair in the 
Educational exhibit, and 1t is proposed to have exhibit work from every 
school in the county for the next November fair, I believe that the 
privilege and practice of exhibiting at this annual fair is doing much for 
the improvement of the work of our schools, and I hope st will be made 
a special feature of every fair in the future. 
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Reports of Principals of Digb Schools 


PHOENIX UNION HIGH SCHOOL 
George Blount. Principal 


The city of Phoenix, together with eleven rural districts, in the 
spring of 1895, by vote of the people, took advantage of a law just 
before enacted by the legislatare of the Territory and organized the 
Phoenix Union High School District, The board of trustees of the High 
School joined with the school board of the city schools and elected a 
superintendent for both schools. This arrangement continued until 
1904 when the joint supérintendency was discontinued, leaving the 
schools entirely independent of each other, and controlled by separate 
school hoards 

In September, 1895, the school opened its doors for students ın the 
Centre Street building, offertug a four years’ course of study. About 
‘one hundred yoting people were enrolled that year, four teachers were 
employed. A class of two was graduated the followmg spring. 

In January, 1898, the school was moved into the building it now 
occupies Soon the growth of the school made 1t necessary to increase 
the capacity of the building, and an addition was made to the original 
house 

Later on giounds were added for athletic sports. 

The faculty has been increased year by year to meet the growing 
demands of the schools, until now it numbers ten The teachers are, 
without exception, graduates of State Normal Schools, Colleges and 
Universities . 

The standard of school work has been steadily raised. Its graduates 
are admitted withoyt examination into many of the leading colleges 
and universities in the East and West. 

An increasing proportion of the graduates are from year to year 
going to higher institutions of learning. Of the last class numbering 
twenty-four, eighteen are aheady enrolled in State Normal Schools, 
Colleges or Universities Its alamm are furmshing students for Illinois 
State University, Ann Arbor University, Vanderbilt University, Berkeley 
University, Stanford University, Southern University of California, Uni" 
versity of Arizona, Park, Pomona and Occidental colleges, West Point 
Military School and Annapolis Naval Academy. 

Its courses of study are excellent. Four years in English, four in 
Mathematics, four m History, four in Science, four in Latin, four in 
Business, and two in German aire offered. 

The laboratories are well supplied with apparatus. The commercial 
department has just been thoroughly equipped with offices and type- 
writers. A very thorough and extended business course is now Deng 
given 

The authorities are constantly on the alert to make and keep the 
school abreast with the times.

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THE PRESCOTT HIGH SCHOOL 
: D. B. Billinghurst, Principal 


Until 1903, a high school course of two years, corresponding to 
ninth and tenth years’ work, was all that was offered by the Prescott 
Schools. In May of that year an election was held wluch provides for 
a complete four years’ high school course Such a course was prepared 
and has réceived the official sanction of the Territorial Board of Educa- 
tion, as is required by law. It is the third four years’ high school to be 
established legally in Arizona, and is designed to prepare students for 
the bestcolleges aud universities, as well as to prepare them for the 
duties oflifein giving them a well rounded elementary education The 
first class, consisting of four members, tocompletethe four years’ course, 
graduated June, 1905; and one of these graduates was admitted to 
Michigan University the tollowing September, without examination, on 
her high school credentials. In January, 1906, the high school examiner 
of the University of California, officially inspected this high school, and 
tha school was given the affiliated relations with the University. This 
means that the graduates of the Prescott high school, An recommenda- 
tion of its Superintendent, may enter the University of balifornia with- 
out examination; also that they may enter Stanford University, as 
Stanford does not send out an examiner, accepting instead the inspec- 
tion that is done by the University of California In June, 1906, the high 
school was given accredited relations with Vassar College for three 
years. Members of the June graduating class of 1906 have been admit- 
ted without examination to Vassar College, Michigan University and 
Illinois State University respectfully. 

The Prescott high school now offers courses as follows: 

Four years in English. Four yearsin Latin. Two years in German. 
Four years in History, (one each in Ancient History, Medieval and 
Modern History, English History and American History and Civics).- 

Three years in Mathematics, (one and one-half years each in Algebra 
and Plane and Solid Geometry). D 

Three years in Science, (one each in Physical Geography, Chemistry 
and. Physics). 

Four years in Commercial Work, (one year in Bookkeeping, two 
years in Stenography and typewriting, and one year in Commercial 
Arithmetic and Commercial Law). 

Besides optional work in Manual Training (woodwork and sewing) 
throughout the four vears. 

In addition to the Superintendent and the Manual Training teachers, 
the high school now employs four regular teachers. Two of these four 
teachers are graduates of Michigan University, one of Wellesley College, 
and one of Illinois State University. All of them were experienced high 
school teachers in the East before coming to the Prescott high school. 


THE CLIFTON UNION HIGH SCHOOL 
Olaf Halvarson, Principal 


The Clifton Union High School was established in the autumn of 
1904 and was opened on November 14th, of the Same year, under the 
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supervision of the present principal We were greatly handicapped dur- 
ing the first year by floods which destroyed our building; but we prac- 
tically completed the first year’s work. Last year we had very 
unassuming quarters, mostly noted for ventilation The work was 
carried on very satisfactorily, however, and the students made the best 
of their opportunities under such unfavorable conditions This year we 
have rented a very good house and hope for greater accomplishments. 
We have also secuied the services of a graduate of the Umversity of 
Arizona, who will teach History and Literature while the principal will 
teach Latin and Mathematics. 


The course of study adopted for the High School comes nearer being 
a classical than a scientific one, as we lack the laboratory facilities re- 
quired for teaching sciences. 

Our course in Latin covers four years, the first of which we devote 
to the study of grammar. The second year we study four books of 
Caesar’s Gallic Wars together with Latin composition based upon the 
text The third year we take up Virgil’s Aeniad of which we read six 
books, we reserve Cicero's Orations against Cataline for the last year, 
thinking it 1s more difficult and less interesting than is Virgil Our aim 
is, through Latin to make the student thoroughly acquainted with the 
English grammar and show him the development of the English lan- 
guage from the latin We also wish him to see the beauty of the old 
literature, especially as written by Virgil, iu fact, ın order to make the 
student acquamted with the great epics, we, in connection with the 
Aeniad, read a translation of the Iliad and the Odyssey, Dante’s Divine 
Comedy and Paradise Lost, Thus we try to have the student see the 
correlation between the Aeniad and the above mentioned epics, and its 
influence upon later writers, 


The course in History also covers about four years The first year 
we devote to the Ancient, the second to the Mediaeval and Modern, the 
third to the English, and the fourth to the American history. Thus we 
make the student see the logical sequence of historical events as well as 
the logical development and the constitutional growth of the nations. 
Our ultimate aim in histo1y is to make the student understand the posi- 
tion and importance of his own country and thereby be better able to 
understand his own position and importanceas a citizen 


Our course in hterature also covers four years During the first year 
we study some of Irving’s stories from the Sketch Book, together with 
other stories from American authors The second year we read "Lade 
of the Lake" and "Sir Roger de Coverley Papers." The third year is 
devoted to various Enghsh authors, while in the fourth we take up the 
history of Enghsh literature. In this department we desire the student 
to become acquainted with the begt literature 1n bis own language and 
to form a basis upon which be should be able to work on later, either 
by himself, or under an instructor. 


Our course in Mathematics covers three years, one for algebra and 
two for plam and solid geometry As a sequel of Mathematics we study 
physics during the last year. 
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+ Our aim is, that boys and girls should become better acquainted 
with the things around them, be better able to live-and make the most 
of their lives, and should be lead to clean living and right thinking, i.e 
become better citizens of this grand republic. We also try to qualify our 
students for the University of Arizona. 


MESA HIGH SCHOOL TUS 
John D. Loper, Principal 


The Mesa High School was the second high school established in the 
Territory of Arizona 

Prior to the year 1899, the Mesa school carried on the work of the 
first eight grades as outlined by the Territorial Course of Study. Atthe 
opening of the school in the fall of 1900, the work of the ninth grade 
was added and the following year that of the tenth. The teaching of 
these grades being done by the principal with some assistance from the 
teacher of the eighth grade and the expenses were met by the use of 
grammar school money. Toward the end of the second year it was 
seen that this advanced work tould not be done in this manner success- 
fully. After the matter had been discussed thoroughly, it was decided 
that a high school should be established. An election was called to de- 
cide whether or not a high school should be maintained in the district at 
the expense of the people living within said district. At the election a 
very representative vote was cast with but one yote in the negative. 

At this point the trustees took the matter up and arranged for the 
use of a part of the Grammar School building which was notin use by 
that school; a small laboratory was equipped and two teachers em- 
ployed. School was opened in September, 1901, with 20 pupils present. 
The work of the first year extended over the first three years of high 


school work. A 
The school has grown from year to year until at the present time 
more than fifty are in attendance. > 


The work of the school is divided into two courses: a Latin course 
and an Enghsh course, each covering a period of four years. 


Reports of tbe Territorial Normal Schools 


ARIZONA NORMAL SCHOOL AT TEMPE 
A. T. Matthews, Principal 


The school year ending June, 1906, marked the twentieth year of the 
existence of the Normal School at Tempe, and in many respects it was 
the most important year in its history and development. . 

The registration during the year reached two hundred forty-three in 
the Normal School with an average daily attendance of two hundred 
fourteen. In the Training school the registration was one hundred 
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seventy-seven with an average daily attendance of one hundred forty- 
two, making a total registration of four hundred twenty and an aver- 
age attendauce of three hundred fifty-six. 

The class of 1906 was composed of thirty-eight members, thirty 
women and eight men Although it was the largest class ever gradu- 
ated from the Noimal, it 1s probably the smallest class that will gradu- 
ateforseveralyears to come The graduates of the Normal now num. 
ber two hundred sixty-one and all but twenty-four have taught 1n the 
public schools of Arizona, 

During the year the eghth grade was added to the Training School 
thus completing the work of the primary and grammar grades in that 
school and correlating it with the work of the first year in the Normal 
School To do this work properly it was necessary to increase the 
Training School faculty to four members, each member being critic and 
model teacher foi two grades 

Most of the pupils of the Tramuug School are residents of the Tempe 
Schoal District and the matter of the expense of maintaining the school 
has been satisfactorily arranged between the district trustees and the 
Normal board. 


During the school year more money has been expended and a greater 
development made in buildings and grounds than for several years 
previous, The Twenty-third Legislature levied 5% cents on a hundred 
' dollars for a Normal building fund, making $45,000 available Jan. 1, 
1906. This amount was'expended as follows: A new Training School 
building was completed during the year It is constructed of brick with 
granite foundations, and contains ten class rooms, two Manual Tram- 
mg rooms, offices, large assembly rooms, and commodious hallways. 
To avoid climbing stairs, all the rooms are upon one floor. The most 
approved ideas of school hygiene and arrangement are incorporated 
into its construction and the furniture and equipment are new and up 
todate This building completed and furnished cost $24,000. 

The new dining hall was completed Sept 1, 1905. It is a brick 
bulding 78x60 It is the only building on the campus that is com- 
modious enough to provide for future growth It will accommodate 
two hundred boarders The dining hall is light,‘ awy and attractive, 
and the kitchen is as fully epuipped as that of a first class hotel, and 1s 
in chargeof an experienced cook This buildingcompleted and furnished 
cost $6,500, 

The room formerly used as a dining hall aud kitchen, in the lower 
story of the wing of the girls’ dormitory was remodeled into eight 
rooms for girls, thus increasing the capacity of the girls dormitory to 
aighty-six It cost about $1,500 to make the changes and furnish the 
new rooms 

The improvement most appreciated by everyone connected with the 
Normal is the heating system. The plant was installed at a cost of 
$15,000 and furnishes steam heat to all the buildings on the campus, 
securing proper regalation gf temperature and ventilation without the 
annoyances and dust attendant upon the use of stoves, besides effecting 
a great saving in fuel. 
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While liberal appropriations have been made from time to time by 
the Territorial Legislature to meet the requirements of maintainance 
and buildings, nevertheless the growth has been so rapid and constant 
that suck appropriations alwhis provide for present necessities only, 
consequently the school is still confronted with many important consid- 
erations upon which depend its future growth and development. It 1s 
hoped that the Legislature will provide means for meetiug these condi- 
tions as promptly and liberally as in the past. 

The registration in the Normal proper forthe present year has already 
reached two hundred sixty and it is necessary to accommodate this 
number of students in a study 100m that will properly seat but one hun- 
dred sixty-five. This is due to the fact that the Library occupies a large 
portion of the study room, and there is no other place in the building 
available for that purpose. 

It has been necessary to crowd thyee girls into several of the dormi- 
tory rooms that are intended to accommodate "but two, and even when | 
resorting to this unsatisfactory measure it is still impossible to accom- 
modate all applicants. 

It is evident that the question of providing more dormitory accom- 
modations 1s one that should receiveimmediate attention, Buildings to 
accommodate the Library, Museum, Gymnastum, Laboratory, and Au- A 
ditorium are necessities which should be provided for in the near future. E 

The increase in the assessed valuation of property will result in” B 
securing a surplus in the maintenance and building funds which could be 
applied toward the construction And remodeling of buildings 

This fact leads to the conculsion that if the present rate tor mainte- 
nance (9c) could be continued and there was no reduction of the assessed 
valuatiou, that a sufficient revenue could be secured annually to mam- ] 
tain the Normal and to construct such buildingsas are needed from time 
to time. This plan would obviate the necessity of asking the Legisla- | 
ture to make a special levy for building purposes, and would reduce the | 
present appropriations for Normal purposes from Lie to 9c. This | 
matter, however, is entirely in the hands of the Legislature and there is 
every reason to believe that such measures will be adopted and means 
provided as will insure the present prosperity and provide for the future | 
growth and development of the School

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for young lady students and urge the necessity of something similar for 
the young men 
The school needs an academic department so that such students as 
desire may be fitted for our Territorial University instead of having to 
go out of the Territoryto secure the necessary instruction The Normal 
School should be a feedei to the Univeisity 
Manual Training and Domestic Science departments are being intro- 
duced into oui public schools and their popularity and the demand for 
them is growing rapidiv. We now have to send out of the Territory for 
the teachers We submit that our own Normal Schools, as in other 
states, Should furnish our public schools with teachers for these depart- 
ments, and therefore recommend that departments of Manual Tramwug 
and Domestic Science and Arts be added to the present course

In the great palace of education and social economy at the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition the Arizona exhibit 1s found in close proximity 
to those of California, Illinois and Pennsylvania — It is not so large and 
bewildering that the visitor is lost in its study, but attractive, tastefully 
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arranged, and complete in its representation of all the grades of instruc- 
tion, from juvenile hand work without the embellishment or finishing 
touches of the instructor to finished specimens of drawing and work in 
the higher branches, showing most clearly that the educational system 
and progress thereunder in Arizona compare favorably with those of 
other States and Territories representated at the exposition. 


The exhibit occupies a space of 30 feet on the aisle by 18, feet in 
depth. The facade of colonial architecture is characterized by four large 


” white columns with gold trimmings, the hand railing being of oxidized 


brass. The arrangement and display of students! work were planned 
by the custodian, who tried to mnke the most attractive exhibit poss- 
ible with the small capital available. 'Phe wall space was decorated 
with drawings in color, photographs of schools, and work from the 
manualtraining department. There are also four large wall displays, 
consisting of census tables, statistics, courses of study, etc. These tables 
are the work of a student in the university and have received much 
praise from visitors. Below these are hung two large, swingmg-leaf 
cabinets showing views in and around tbe university. Extending 
around the booth at either end are shelves, upon which is displayed 
written work from the various schools of Arizona. The Tempe Normal 
School exhibits bound volumes of school work, one case of drawings, 
one of history and science, one of literature and work from the training 
school, and a case of photographs of buildings, classes and class rooms, 
grounds, and drills. The Northern Arizona Normal School, located at 
Flagstaff, displays a large four-faced glass case of views of the buildings 
and class rooms in the school, the case being made of the beautiful white 
pine from the famous Coconino forest of northern Arizona. On the shelf 
and wall immediately back of this case is shown the excellent work from 
this normal school, consisting of written exercises and drawings Occu- 
pying a space on the right hand wall are four framed maps of great 
merit from the Nogales Public School. ,

EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT TERRITORIAL FAIR 


The Educational exhibit of the First Territorial Fair held at Phoenix 
in December, '05, attracted considerableattention and favorablecomment. 
The exhibit was much larger and more complete than could have been 
reasonably expected considering the limited time given forits preparation 
It was late in October before it was definitely decided that an Educa- 
tional Department would be maintained and as the original date of the 
fair was the first week in December, it seemed for a time as though 1t 
would be impossible to secure exhibits for the Department, but after the 
announcement that the fair was postponed to the Holiday week, many 
schools took hold of the work with an interest and enthusiasm which 
resulted in securing an Educational exhibit that would have been credit- 
able to one of the older states. 


The exhibits represented eleven of the thirteen counties and included 
work from all the grades of the public schools of the Territory as well as

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exhibits from High Schools, Normal Schools, the University, and private 
schools. One-fourth of the main building was assigned by the Fair 
Commission for the Educational Department and the exhibit was iu 
charge of Mrs Ernest Ford, who had charge of the Arizona Educational 
Exhibit at St. Louis. Her natural ability and experience m this hne of 
work was of great advantage to the Department and a source of satis- 
faction to the yisitors The different lines of work were judged by prom- 
inent educators from all parts of the Territory. 

Itisimpossible to make, special mention of any partieular schools 
where all were excellent, without taking more space than should be 
given to an article of this kind, but 1t seems that the country schools 
should be particularly commended for their enterprise ın forwarding ex- 
hibits to the fair No doubt such exhibits were piepared ın many cases 
under numerous and serious difficulties, and were forwarded from some 
of the remotest districts of the Territory. 

There were twenty-three diplomas awarded fiom the Department to 
schools and pupils as first prizes and the same number as second prizes 
Thé work of the Department was so satistactory to the Fair Comms- 
sion that they decided to make it a permanent feature of the fair and 
assigned one-half of the main building for this purpose next year

This Board has held a number of meetings sipce July 1, 1904, in the 
erformance of the duties imposed upon it by the Jaws, among which 
duties are. (a) to prescribe and enforce a course of study 1n the public 
schools, (b) to prescribe and enforce the use of a unifórm series of text- 
books in the public schools; (c) to supervise the apportioning of the 
Tervitorial school money among the different counties; (d) to provide 
for the education of the deaf, the dumb and the blind, (e) to grant edu- 
cational and fife diplomas; (f) and to grant certificates to graduates of 
colleges and universities The business done by the Board during the 
two years immediately preceding July 1, 1906, as disclosed by its min- 
utes, 15 herewith presented in the above order 


THE COURSE OF STUDY 


The outlines prepared bs this office and adopted by the Board m 
September, 1809, have not been changed and remain as the only course 
authorized by law to be followed 1n the public schools of the Territory. 
A revised edition of the course will be prepared during the comng year, 
in which the outlines will be carried out in fuller detail Some new 
matter will be added, also, with the abject of increasing its usefulness as 
a guide to the teachers in thar work 

The Board approved the courses of study of the following named 
lugh schools. Prescott, on September 16, 1905, Phoenix Union High 
School, on September 21, 1904, and the Clifton High School, on Decem- 
ber 16, 1905. 

The course of study for the Prescott Manual Trainmg and Domestic 
Science Schools wee approved on October 28, 1905

THE DEAF AND THE DUMB 


All of the deaf and dumb children that are wards of the Territory 
are now sent vo the California Institute for the Deaf, the Dumb and the 
Blind, located at Berkeley. It is worthy of note that the education 
given these unfortunatechildren at this institution 1enders them capable 
of earning an honest and respectable living. il are taught different 
trades or usefal occupations, besides the intellectual studies pursued, 
such as type-writing, carpentry, printing, cabinet-making, by the deaf 
boys ‘The girls are taught to cook, wash, sew, ete., so that when they 
leave the school they are no longer a charge either to their relatives or 
the public for support, but are industrious, self-respecting citizens. 

The following named children are now in attendance at the institu- 
tion from the Territory: Irene De Large, Ida Nagiller, Grace Hall, A 
Issoglio, Arthur Beebe, Edith Piersonand Mildred Larimer. All are deaf 
except Edith Pierson, who is blind, The pupil Ida Nagiller completed 
her studies in August, 1906, and has received honorable dismissal. 

The charge per pupil is $300 a year, and is paid out of the general 
fund of the Territory. .
